Sedalia,

in use in different cities of about this 
size but I believe the most satisfac­ 
tory one is now in use 
in 
Denver. 
Colo. 
The city 
officials 
of 
that 
place urge all people to have at least 
two receptacles in th** alley for this 
purpose. 
In one is placed the broken 
china, ashes, tin cans, and other non- 
bumable material. 
In the other is 
placed the paper, grass, and other 
materials which can be burned in the 
incinerator plant. 
Their 
city 
offi­ 
cials urge the people to wrap all kit­ 
chen refuse in newspapers or place it 
In paper sacks, tic or pin firmly and 
place in the receptacle for burnable 
material. 
Naturally to do this the 
dish w ater and fluid content is run 
through the sink, the more solid por­ 
tions, as bread, bones and vegetable 
parings, are placed in the paper or 
sack and thus disposed of. 
By this 
method 
the 
moisture 
escapes 
J through the paper and in a large mea 
sure prevents fly breeding, and may 
he kept for a week or so before being 
hauled away. 
Each individual is required to pay 
for his own hauling. This method of 
preparing the garbage prevents por­ 
tions of it being selected for hauling 
and other portions spilled out to lit- 
jter the alley, because the 
one box 
I contains the purely non-burnable ma- 
] terial and is readity disposed of on 
the dump heap ,the other being burn­
